SPRING   ENROLLMENT    RECORD 

Northwestern's  enrollment  of  6,327 
this  semester  is  the  largest  spring 
term  enrollment  in  the  88-year  history 
of  the  university,  according  to  Presi- 
dent  Arnold    R.    Kilpatrick. 

In  announcing  the  spring  semester 
registration  figures,  Registrar  Walter 
Ledet  said  this  spring's  enrollment 
is  an  increase  of  139  students  over 
last  spring's  registration  of  6,188. 

Overall  enrollment  at  Northwestern 
for  spring  terms  has  more  than 
doubled  in  the  past  10  years,  and  the 
spring  semester  enrollment  is  up  by 
more  than  1,150  students  since  1970.

Senior  Willie  Paz,  freshman  Raul 
Espinso  and  sophomore  Ronnie  Her- 
rera  captured  berths  on  the  1973 
All-Gulf  South  Conference  Tennis 
Team  to  spark  Northwestern  to  a 
strong  second  place  finish  in  the  GSC 
Tennis  Meet. 

The  Demons  fielded  their  strong- 
est net  team  in  the  history  of  North- 
western, according  to  athletic  officials 
at  the  university.  Northwestern  posted 
an  11-3  dual  match  record  and  had 
one  of  the  top  stars  in  the  South  in 
Paz,  a  product  of  LaPaz,  Boliva. 

Paz  won  the  No.  1  singles  title  at 
the  GSC  meet  and  finished  the  sea- 
son with  a  19-4  record  against  the 
toughest  competition  a  Northwest- 
ern player  has  ever  faced.

Espinsoa,  a  southpaw  from  LaPaz, 
had  a  phenominal  20-2  overall  record 
and  won  the  No.  4  singles  title  at  the 
GSC  meet  with  ease.  Espinosa  and 
Herrera,  who  won  the  No.  5  singles 
title  and  had  an  18-4  overall  record, 
combined  for  a  17-3  record  in  No.  2 
doubles.

Henry  Babers,  Donald  McKinney  and 
Julius  Steele  combined  with  Brown 
for  a  41.2  school  record  in  the  440 
relay  while  Skaggs,  Mike  Craven  and 
Andrei  Moore  were  Brown's  team- 
mates on  the  mile  combine  that  ran 


a  record  3:13.0.  Moore,  who  ran  a 
47.6  in  the  440  yard  dash,  had  a 
46.6  on  the  anchor  leg  of  the  mile 
relay. 

Skaggs  won  the  880  run  at  the  con- 
ference meet  with  a  fine  1:53.1  effort 
and  Trammel  prevailed  in  the  three- 
mile  run  with  a  14:29.1.  Trammel  set 
a  school  record  this  season  in  the , 
marathon  (26  miles,  385  yards)  with 
a  two  hours,  43  minutes  and  4.7 
tenths  seconds  time.

Also,  programs 
are  presented  to  civic  groups,  sports- 
men's groups,  and  women's  clubs,  as 
well  as  Boy  Scouts  and  4-H  Clubs 
throughout  the  state.  He  is  currently 
president  of  the  Ferriday  Jaycees  and 
is  a  member  of  the  Concordia  Bass 
Club.  Susan  Russell  (B.S.  1968)  is 
his  wife. 


Ross  DiMaggio:   37  Years    In   Motion   Picture   Music 


HOLLYWOOD— Talking  motion  pic- 
tures were  just  coming  in  when  Ross 
DiMaggio  left  Natchitoches  for  Holly- 
wood in  1929  after  graduating  the 
year  before  from  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College  with  a  degree  in 
music  and  English. 

Even  as  early  as  1929,  Hollywood 
was  a  place  Ross  called  "a  fertile 
field"  for  a  musician.  His  other  rea- 
son for  going  was  that  "I've  always 
loved  the  mechanics  of  motion  pic- 
tures". 

Ross  played  in  the  Normal  College 
orchestra,  sang  in  glee  clubs  and 
formed  his  own  dance  band  that 
played  all  over  Louisiana.  While  in 
college,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Davis  Players,  a  dramatic  club  that 
brought  him  to  love  the  art  of  acting. 

Since  coming  to  Hollywood,  Ross 
DiMaggio  has  been  active  in  motion 
picture  music  for  the  past  37  years, 
32  of  these  years  at  Columbia  Pic- 
tures where  he  now  is  head  of  music 
preparation. 

During  his  first  27  years  in  the 
movie  capital  of  the  world,  Ross  com- 
posed the  music  for  many  of  John 
Wayne's  early  westerns  for  Republic 
Pictures.  He  also  did  orchestrations 
and  conducted  motion  picture  music. 
In  1960  he  scored  the  music  for  the 
Hall  Bartlett  Production  of  "All  The 
Young  Men"  which  drew  personal 
praise  from  Bartlett  because  ". . . . 
the  score  is  outstanding  in  every 
way." 

Among  his  motion  picture  music 
credits  were  two  Sam  Katsman  (pro- 
ducer) pictures,  "Chicago  Syndicate" 
and  "Yank  in  Korea,"  in  which  Ross 
scored  the  music.  He  was  also  musical 
director  for  "Men  in  The  Dark"  and 
conducted  the  music  for  "The  Night 
The  World  Exploded".  Ross  alco  con- 
ducted the  score  for  "The  Last  Posse" 
and  did  the  music  for  "Fort  Savage 
Raiders." 

Ross  DiMaggio  is  known  as  a  fine 
musician  who  can  play  the  violin  and 
all  the  reed  instruments  and  his 
academic  knowledge  of  music  le<i  him 
to  establish  the  first  music  library 
at  Columbia  Pictures  in  1941. 

But  for  the  past  10  years  Ross  has 
been  engaged  in  researching  music 
copywrights,  copywright  ownerships, 
publishing  rights  and  many  other 
things  to  assist  Columbia's  legal  de- 
partment, from  a  muical  standpoint 
regarding  problems  of  plagiarism  or 
other  related  subjects. 

Today,  he  can  also  be  seen  discus- 
sing with  producers  the  songs  or  musi- 
cal material  that  might  be  suitable 
for  certain  situations  when  the  movie 
script  includes  a  need  for  specific 
"era"  or  "a  story-value"   material. 

The  old  expression  that  musicians 
are    not    made    but    born    applies    to 
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Ross  DiMaggio  (standing),  head  of  music  preparation  at  Columbia  Pictures 
illustrates  to  director  Stanley  Kramer  (light  shirt)  and  two  sound  men  how 
the  song  "Glory  of  Love"  would  fit  into  the  picture  "Guess  Who's  Coming 
to  Dinner." 


Ross,  who  studied  violin  in  New  York 
before  going  to  California. 

"I  can  remember  Ross  as  a  boy 
when  he  would  pick  up  two  sticks 
and  in  a  see-saw  motion  pretend 
to  be  playing  the  violin,"  said  Ross' 
brother,  Charlie  Maggio,  who  still  re- 
sides in  Natchitoches  where  Ross 
grew  up. 

Dr.  Bert  Boyd,  associate  professor 
in  the  Department  of  Bio-Chemistry 
and  Physical  Sciences  at  Northwest- 
ern, grew  up  with  Ross  and  recalls 
the  time  when  Ross  built  the  second 
radio  receiver  ever  brought  into 
Natchitoches. 

"He  built  it  from  scratch  at  his 
home,"  said  Dr.  Boyd.  "Ross  had  good 
knowledge  of  electronics." 

Although  Ross  was  born  in  the 
United  States,  his  mother  and  step- 
father were  born  in  Italy,  as  well 
as  Ross'  brothers,  Anthony  Charles 
of  Natchitoches  and  Joseph  A.  of 
Monroe. 

"I  can  remember  one  night  when 
Ross  set  up  his  radio  in  his  step- 
father's bedroom,"  recalls  Dr.  Boyd. 
"Ross'  stepfather  was  a  great  ad- 
mirer of  Mussolini  because  he  thought 
Mussolini  had  done  so  much  for  the 
Italian  people.  So,  one  night  Ross 
played  a  trick  on  his  stepfather.  He 
told  him  he  had  picked  up  Mussolini's 
voice  on  the  radio.  Of  course,  Ross' 
stepfather  came  running  in.  What  he 
was  hearing  was  not  Mussolini  but 
Ross  in  another  room  spouting  off 
something  in  Italian." 


The  beginning  of  Ross's  fabulous 
career  in  motion  picture  music  actual- 
ly began  at  Normal  College.  While 
a  student  at  Normal,  he  wrote  a  song 
entitled  "A  Rose  for  DSC  (Delta  Sig- 
ma Epsilon)"  and  also  wrote  the 
music  for  what  now  is  known  as  the 
"Demon   Fight   Song." 

Soon  after  Ross  moved  to  Hollywood 
to  live  with  relatives,  he  joined  the 
musicians  union  and  immediately  be 
gan  playing  around  town  in  night 
clubs  with  bands.  But  in  1935,  he 
thought  all  his  efforts  to  be  a  suc- 
cessful musician  was  headed  down 
the  drain  when  he  got  a  job  as  con- 
certmaster  (playing  first  violin)  with 
an  orchestra  that  was  conducted  by 
a  woman,  which  was  a  rare  thing 
then  and  still  is  today. 

The  conductor  was  Eda  Edson,  who 
came  to  California  from  New  York 
to  write,  produce  and  conduct  the 
orchestra  in  her  own  stage  show, 
"Follow  the  Parade,"  which  was  one 
of  several  shows  under  the  Federal 
Theatre  Project  of  President  Roose- 
velt's administration  during  the  De- 
pression that  utilized  unemployed 
actors.  Ross  was  hired  by  the  Federal 
Theatre  Project  to  play  first  violin 
and  arrange  the  music  for  the  show.

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Mary  Enjoyed  Getting  Feet   Wet 
iTo  Aid  Victims  of  Two  Major  Floods 


DONALDSONVILLE,  La.  —  When 
the  mean  Red  River  threatened  to 
overflow  its  banks  and  flood  the  lands 
this  spring  like  the  mighty  Mississippi 
River  did,  Mary  Vernon  once  again 
was  able  to  recall  the  times  when  she 
faced  floods  in  Grant  Parish  in  1946 
and   again    in    1952    in   Natchitoches. 

Mary,  a  1931  graduate  of  Northwest- 
ern, cut  short  a  career  as  a  home 
economics  teacher  to  aid  flood  vic- 
tims in  Grant  Parish  in  1946.  There, 
she  supervised  the  feeding  of  2,000 
sandbagging  men  on  the  Red  River 
north  of  Colfax  for  three  days  and 
nights.  She  reached  marooned  families 
by  helicopter  in  remote  regions  with 
food  and  supplies. 

In  1952,  she  again  faced  flooding. 
In  Natchitoches  she  got  into  the  thick 
of  it  all  as  she  had  done  six  years 
before  in  Grant  Parish. 

"It's  a  horrible  thing  to  see,"  said 
Mary,  who  once  mastered  a  piroque 
on  the  Mississippi  River.  "I  felt  so 
sorry  for  those  fine  people  that  I 
had  to  help  them  in  any  way  I  could. 
I  enjoyed  getting  my  feet  wet  for 
those  people.  They  were  happy  to 
see  us,  because  you  could  see  it 
in  their  eyes." 

Miss  Vernon  is  now  retired  from 
41  years  as  a  Home  Demonstration 
agent  in  Louisiana,  and  after  facing 
two  major  floods  she  is  worried  about 
sleeping  late  because  it  has  never 
been  a  part  of  her  life. 

Mary  began  her  long  career  as  a 
Home  Demonstration  agent  in  Plaque- 
mine  Parish  in  1931.  In  1934  she 
moved  to  Jackson  Parish  where  she 
spent  another  five  year  before  begin- 
ning 13  years  in  Grant  Parish  in  1939. 


She  left  for  Natchitoches  in   1952. 

She  said  the  longest  she  stayed  in 
one  parish  was  16  years,  which  was 
in  Ascension  Parish.  "I  moved  there 
in  1956  and  picked  it  as  my  getting- 
off  point,"  said  Mary. 

Mary  retired  in  June  of  1972. 

While  in  Grant  Parish  as  Home 
Demonstration  agent,  she  became 
known  as  "The  Mattress  Lady."  She 
got  this  name  when  she  took  up  a 
mattress-making  project  and  produced 
5,700  mattresses  with  a  portable  fluf- 
fing machine  attached  to  her  car. 

In  41  years  she's  done  a  lot  for 
people.  The  4-H  camp  in  honor  of 
Grant  Walker  came  into  being  in 
Pollock  while  she  was  in  Grant  Par- 
ish. During  her  13  years  in  Grant 
Parish,  she  worked  to  get  rural 
electrification  for  the  parish,  draw- 
ing maps  and  getting  REA  to  con- 
duct a  survey. 

Now  it  was  time  for  people  to 
do  something  for  Mary  Vernon. 

In  1958  she  was  recognized  in  Chi- 
cago by  the  National  Home  Demon- 
stration Agents  Association.  The  As- 
cension Parish  Farm  Bureau  recently 
presented  her  its  Freedom  Award  for 
outstanding  services  in  promoting  the 
basic  ideals  of  a  Christian  America. 

Miss  Vernon  is  a  member  of  the 
American  and  Louisiana  Home  Eco- 
nomics Associations,  and  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star.  Epsilon  Sigma 
Phi  gave  her  its  Distinguished  Ser- 
vice Award. 

What's  her  plans  now  that  she's 
terminated  41  years  of  devotion  to 
Home  Demonstration?  She  thinks 
she'll  take  piano  lessons.  She  plays 
the  instrument,  but  by  "ear."

ALUMNUS    DONATES    LAND 
FOR   WAR   MEMORIAL 

CEMENT,  Okla.— In  this  small  Okla- 
homa town  that  was  once  a  booming 
oil  field,  a  little  park  on  main  street 
has  become  known  throughout  the 
state  as  the  "Peace  Garden." 

The  "Peace  Garden"  consists  of  four 
lots  given  to  the  Cement  Garden  Club 
by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  W.  L.  Dixon,  who 
purchased  the  lots  in  1947.  Mrs.  Dixon, 
the  former  Carrie  Cooper,  is  a  1910 
graduate  of  Louisiana  Normal. 

"This  little  park  is  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  the  men  and  boys  of  World 
War  I  and  II,"  said  Mrs.  Dixon.  "We 
lost  our  only  son  in  World  War  II, 
so  this  memorial  is  especially  dedi- 
cated to  the  16  young  men  who  lost 
their  lives  in  World  War  II.  If  one 
seed  sown  here  has  helped  discord 
and  drawn  all  closer  together,  then 
it  has  fulfilled  its  mission." 

The  Garden  Club  later  gave  the 
"Peace   Garden"   to   the   town. 

In  June  of  1971,  the  Dixons  were 
honored  by  the  town  of  Cement  for 
52  years  of  service  to  the  community. 
They  came  to  Cement  in  1919.  Mrs. 
Dixon  helped  to  organize  the  Garden 
Club  in   1947.

father,  Albert  von  Trott,  was  one  of 
the  world's  great  symphonic  conduc- 
tors. She  conducted  her  first  major 
symphony  at  the  age  of  11. 

"But  I  guess  the  most  important 
person  who  ever  stopped  by  after  one 
of  my  shows  during  the  four  years 
the  show  ran  was  Nathaniel  Shilkret, 
who,  at  that  time,  was  musical  director 
for  RKO  Pictures,"  Eda  added.  "He 
didn't  come  to  me  to  say  how  much 
he  liked  the  show.  He  came  to  me 
wanting  to  know  where  was  this  Ross 
DiMaggio  man  who  did  the  music 
arrangement  for  the  show." 

Ross  was  hired  that  next  day  to 
arrange  for  RKO,  which  produced  a 
lot  of  Ginger  Rogers'  pictures  and 
was  one  of  the  big  movie  producing 
studios  of  the  1930's. 

"Ross  once  told  me  that  when  he 
saw  me  give  that  first  downbeat,  he 
knew   we    were    never   meant    to    be 


separated,"  said  Eda.  Eda  Edson, 
which  was  her  stage  name  in  New 
York,  and  Ross  were  married  four 
years  after  they  met  and  have  been 
married  for  38  years. 

Ross  says  his  job  with  Columbia 
Pictures  is  all  "blood,  sweat  and 
tears,"  but  that  Eda  has  the  glamour- 
ous job  as  dramatic  coach  for  many 
screen  stars,  who  include  Bing  Crosby, 
Rhonda  Flemming  and  Mary  Martin, 
of  Peter  Pan  fame.  Eda  coached  Mary 
Martin  in  her  first  motion  picture 
role,  which  was  Paramount's  "The 
Great   Victor   Herbert." 

Ross,  however,  is  the  one  who  did 
the  music  coordinating  for  many  of 
Al  Jolson's  pictures,  including  his 
life  story,  entitled  "The  Jolson  Story" 
which  starred  Larry  Parks. 

"I  worked  close  with  Jolson  and 
to  do  his  picture  we  had  to  dig  way 
back  as  far  as  1911  for  his  music," 
said  Ross.   "In  'The  Jolson  Story'  Al 


sang  the  numbers  and  Larry  went 
through  the  movements  of  singing  the 
songs.  To  do  this,  Larry  would  come 
up  to  my  apartment  and  we  would 
work  on  this  together.  I  would  play 
back  Jolson's  songs  and  Larry  would 
practice  moving  his  mouth  to  Jolson's 
voice." 

Eda  says  Ross  always  had  kind 
words  for  JolS'On.  "He  called  him  one 
of  the  most  humble,  one  of  the  most 
wonderful  men  he  had  ever  known." 
Eda  said.  "Ross  was  very  appreciative 
of  Jolson's  attitude  around  the  studio, 
because  Al  not  only  was  a  talented 
man  but  he  was  a  real  star." 

Ross  did  the  advisory  work  and 
music  coordinating  for  Frederick 
Chopin's  life  story,  entitled  "A  Song 
to  Remember,"  and  worked  with 
Franz  Listz,  who  wrote  a  lot  of  Hun- 
garian rhapsodies,  on  his  life  story, 
entitled   "Song   V/ithout  End." 
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J.  W.  Is  A  'Scholar,  Friend  of  Man' 


BATON  ROUGE,  La.  —  "Scholar, 
friend  of  man,  you  have  investigated 
in  a  scholarly  way  a  great  influence 
in  the  educational  development  of 
this  region.  Because  of  your  proven 
scholarship  and  high  personal  attain- 
ments, the  faculty  confers  upon  you 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy." 

This  was  the  tribute  George  Pea- 
body  College  President  S.  C.  Garrion 
paid  Joseph  Walter  Brouillette  when 
he   awarded   him   the   Ph.D.   degree. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Brouillette,  a  1917  gradu- 
ate of  Normal,  retired  from  Louisiana 
State  University  in  1964  as  an  inter- 
nationally known  educator  who  was 
director  of  LSU's  Division  of  Con- 
tinuing Education  for  20  years. 

He  has  been  special  consultant  to 
the  Ministers  of  Education  in  Laos, 
Cambodia  and  Vietnam  and  in  three 
months  overseas  developed  a  curricu- 
lum for  teacher  education  and  estab- 
lished a  normal  school  in  Vietnam. 

In  1951,  he  served  as  Chairman  of 
the  National  Committee  to  study  edu- 
cation for  military  personnel  for  the 
continental  United  States  and  over 
seas.  Dr.  Brouillette  is  past  president 
of  the  National  Universities  Extension 
Association  and  past  chairman  of  the 
Canada-United  States  organizations. 

"I  do  not  claim  to  be  an  inter- 
national figure  in  education,"  Dr. 
Brouillette  said.  "I  became  interested 
in  countries  and  people  other  than 
our  own  when  a  mere  child  of  seven 
or  eight.  Looking  backward  in  memory 
65  or  more  years,  I  remember  my 
great  interest  and  excited  curiosity 
about  other  countries  as  I  listened  to 
descriptions  of  foreign  countries  and 
their  peoples  in  a  series  of  lectures 
given  in  Marksville,  La.,  by  a  priest 
who  had  served  as  a  missionary  in 
other  lands.  Even  at  this  early  age 
I  longed  to  visit  the  foreign  places 
described  and  to  see  for  myself  how 
the  strange  people  who  lived  were 
different  from  the  people  I  knew." 

Dr.  Brouillette's  appetite  for  know- 
ledge of  foreign  and  strange  places 
was  additionally  whetted  when  his 
father,  who  had  a  very  limited  formal 
education  but  was  a  great  reader, 
would  read  to  the  family  on  winter 
nights  from  a  series  of  geographic 
travel  books  by  Frank  G.   Carpenttr. 

His  interest  in  foreign  countries 
and  people  was  further  stimulated 
when  he  studied  under  T.  E.  Parkins, 
noted  geographer,  author  and  traveler. 
Dr.  Brouillette  remembers  a  visiting 
professor  from  England  who  stimu- 
lated his  interest  in  European  higher 
education. 

During  Dr.  Brouillette's  early  em- 
ployment in  the  Louisiana  Depart- 
ment of  EMucation  he  attended,  as 
a  delegate  from  Louisiana,  the  "Deux- 
ieme  Congres  De  La  Langue  Frangaise 
An  Can  a  dor"  in  Quebec  where  he 


came  in  contact  with  scholars  from 
all    the   French-speaking    countries. 

His  knowledge  and  interest  in  in- 
ternational education  was  widened  and 
deepened  when  he  attended  the  In- 
ternational Congress  of  University 
Adult  Education  at  Sagamore,  N.Y., 
where  he  made  contact  with  univer- 
sity scholars  from  all  over  the  worlu. 

One  of  Dr.  Brouillette's  more  im- 
portant government  assignments  was 
to  develop  a  Teacher  Education 
(Training)  Program  in  Indo-China. 
"The  challenge  was  to  guide  the  lead- 
ers of  the  countries  concerned  to 
conceive  of  education  as  an  instru- 
ment to  improve  the  lives  of  all  the 
people  living  in  the  modern  period," 
he  explained.  "The  main  idea  was  to 
fashion  a  teacher  preparation  program 
which  would  enable  the  countries  to 
veer  away  from  classical  'rate  educa- 
tion' for  an  elite  class  which  Indo- 
China  had  inherited  from  the  philoso- 
phy of  Ancient  China.  Emphasis  and 
stress  were  placed  on  a  type  of  edu- 
cation that  would  enable  all  the 
people  to  profit  therefrom." 

The  North-South  Vietnam  War 
broke  out  just  as  the  program  was 
making  progress.  "The  whole  pro- 
gram in  Indo-China  was  disrupted," 
said  Dr.  Brouillette.  "And,  as  is  well 
known,  a  war  in  that  part  of  the  world 
has  been  going  on  a  long  time.  A  new 
start  for  the  development  of  a  modern 
educational  program  for  what  was 
once  known  as  Indo-China  will  have  to 
be  made  when  peace  is  reestablished." 

During  the  early  part  of  World 
War  11,  Dr.  Brouillette  was  assigned 
by  the  LSU  Administration  to  develop 
and  direct  a  university  program  for 
military  personnel  stationed  in  the 
Canal  Zone,  in  Puerto  Rico  and  the

U.  S.  Military  Bases  in  the  Carribean 
area.  "Some  degrees  were  conferr.ia 
to  students  who  never  saw  the  cam- 
puses of  the  universities,"  said  Dr. 
Brouillette.  LSU,  the  University  of 
Maryland  and  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia were  requested  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Defense  to  initiate  and  to 
execute  university  programs  for  per- 
sonnel on  active  duty  in  various 
regions  of  the  world. 

The  American  Council  on  Educa- 
tion with  the  support  of  the  Carnegie 
Endowment  for  International  Peace 
undertook  in  1944  the  initiation  of  a 
joint  committee  of  education  from 
Canada  and  the  United  States  to 
strengthen  and  improve  good  relations 
between  Canada  and  the  U.S.  through 
the  facilities  of  the  educational  pro- 
grams of  the  two  countries. 

Dr.  Brouillette  was  a  member  of 
the  Canada-United  States  Committee 
on  Education  during  its  16  years  of 
existance  and  served  as  a  member  of 
its  Executive  Committee  for  six  years 
as  American  Co-Secretary. 

In  1964  Dr.  Brouillette  was  awarded 
an  honorary  membership  in  the  Cana- 
dian Association  of  Directors  of  Ex- 
tension and  Summer  Schools  in  recog- 
nition of  his  deep  interest  in  its  af- 
fairs and  his  genial  hospitality  to 
its  members.  He  is  the  only  individual 
ever  so  honored  and  holding  dual 
membership  in  two  National  Ex- 
tension Associations. 

During  the  second  administration 
of  Gov.  Jimmie  Davis,  Dr.  Brouillette 
was  an  educational  consultant  to  a 
Legislative  Committee  which  made  a 
comprehensive  study  of  education  in 
Louisiana,  visiting  most  institutions  of 
higher  learning  in  the  South  to  get 
comparative  data  and  ideas. 

Dr.  Brouillette  also  served  as  a 
consultant  and  member  of  a  team 
that  made  studies  of  education  in 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  South  Caro- 
lina, Florida  and  Alabama.  A  college 
for  Negroes  in  the  Delta  of  Mississippi 
was  established  by  the  state  of  Missis- 
sippi as  a  result  of  a  recommendation 
made  by  Dr.  Brouillette  and  supported 
by  the  survey  team. 

He  was  also  a  member  of  the  South- 
em  Rural  Life  Council  which  focussed 
its  efforts  on  the  primary  function 
of  the  improvement  of  rural  life  in 
the  South  through  education. 

"American  education  is  constantly 
changing,"  said  Dr.  Brouillette. 
"Southern  education  is  constantly 
changing  to  redefine  its  functions  and 
to  restructure  its  operation  to  meet 
the  constantly  changing  pattern  of 
Southern  life,  to  guide  youth  to  use 
its  energies  and  its  talents  to  meet 
the  challenges  of  life  and  to  so  mold 
the  changing  pattern  of  life  itself  to 
the  end  that  the  greatest  goal  will 
be  attained  by  the  greatest  number."
